GENERAL REPORT 

Of the Commissioners appointed for inquiring into 
the Title, Tenure, Extent and Value, of all Lands, 

Houses, &c. held under the Crown in Ireland on 
determinable Leases. 

MAY IT PLEASE YOUR EXCELLENCY, 

H IS Excellency Earl Talbot having authorized us, by Commission bearing date 
the 20th of April 1820, to inquire into the Title, Tenure, Extent and Value, 
of the Crown Lands in Ireland held upon determinable Leases ; with directions to 
report, for the information of the Lord Lieutenant, the result of our inquiries, with 
such observations or suggestions as we might consider useful towards forming 
a better Plan for the future management of the Land Revenue of the Crown in 
Ireland ; in obedience to his Commands we have the honour to inform your Excel- 
lency, That having been provided with a suitable Office in the Treasury Chambers, 
we immediately entered upon the discharge of the duties intrusted to us. We 
called for and were furnished by the Auditor General and Board of Excise with Appendix 

Rentrolls of all the Lands to which our attention was thus directed. We inves- Nos. 1 & 2. 

tigated and reported upon the Title and Value of each Denomination of them 
consecutively, and caused Surveys and Valuations to be made by skilful practical 
Surveyors, where we found the terms for which any of them had been demised 
were expired or near the period of their termination ; and having arrived at the 
conclusion of our Inquiries upon this branch of the Land Revenue of the Crown, 
we beg leave to lay before your Excellency a brief summary of the result of our 
investigations. 

THE Crown Lands in Ireland held upon determinable Leases consist chiefly 
of remnants of the extensive Estates that were forfeited to the Crown by the 
Rebellions in this country in the years 1641 and 1688. We find it indispensable 
to advert to the modes in which the chief part of these forfeitures were respectively 
disposed of, in order to explain intelligibly how the residue of them that remain still 
vested in the Crown, and are the principal subject of this Report, have been since 
managed ; but we feel ourselves relieved from the duty of entering minutely into 
the subject in consequence of its having been under the consideration of, and reported 
on, by the Commissioners of Inquiry appointed in the year 1 804, whose state- 
ments we have upon reference to the original Documents found substantially correct. 

We shall therefore content ourselves with a short sketch of the transactions to which 
we allude, and for more particular information beg leave to refer to their Report 
upon the Land Revenue of the Crown in Ireland presented to Parliament in the 
year 1806. 

458 . B Shortly 
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Shortly after the restoration of King Charles 2, two statutes, commonly called 
the Acts of Settlement and Explanation, 14th & 15th Charles 2, c. 2, and 17th 
& 1 8th Charles 2, c. 2, were enacted, for the purpose of settling the Kingdom 
of Ireland and of satisfying the claims of the Adventurers and Soldiers who had 
advanced their money in the service of the State during the previous Rebellion, and 
who had generally concurred in his Majesty’s restoration. By these Statutes the 
forfeited Estates in Ireland were vested in the Crown and directed to be disposed 
of according to several provisions specified in these Acts. We shall not, for the 
reason already assigned, trouble your Excellency with a detailed account of these 
provisions, or of the manner in which they were carried into execution, as it appears 
to us to be sufficient for our present purpose to state generally, that, in the course 
of a few years almost the entire of these forfeitures (a survey of which, called the 
Down Survey, had been recently completed by Sir William Petty) were distributed 
by Commissioners appointed for that purpose, with a reservation to the Crown of an 
Acreable Quit Rent upon the profitable lands, of one penny per acre in the Province 
of Ulster, three halfpence in Connaught, two pence farthing in Munster, and three 
pence in Leinster (English measure.) 

A Rentroll of all the Lands subjected to this charge of Quit Rent was then 
drawn up, and lodged in the office of the Auditor General. Upon this Rentroll 
were entered and charged with Quit Rent numerous denominations of lands, under 
the description of “ Undisposed Lands these, with the exception of a few 
extensive tracts, consisted in general of small parcels of forfeited lands of a coarse 
and inferior quality, which being probably of less value than the Quit Rents to 
which they were subjected by the Acts of Settlement and Explanation, were not 
allotted under the provisions of these Acts. These waste and uncultivated tracts 
afforded convenient asylums to dissolute and evil-disposed persons ; and the con- 
sequent interruptions of the public tranquillity were so frequent, as to call for the 
interposition of the Legislature, and produced, in the second year of the reign of 
ad Anne, c. 8. Queen Anne, an act, intituled, “ An Act for quieting possessions and disposing of 
“ the undisposed and plus acres.” 

By the second section of this Act the Lord Lieutenant and six or more of the 
privy council were authorized to demise these lands, to Protestants, for such terras 
and at such rents as they should judge reasonable. And we find that, pursuant to 
the provisions of this Act, Leases of the following Denominations, at small Rents, 
were made ; viz.

The Rents reserved upon these Leases were put in charge on the King’s Rentroll, 
and collected by the collectors of the districts where the lands are respectively 
situated. These Leases have long since expired ; and not having been renewed, 
the old rents still remain on the Rentroll and continue to be collected. The Lands 
comprised in these Leases have, from the improved state of the country and of agri- 
culture.

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it appears that the only interest acquired to the Crown by the forfeitures were the 
terms for which the lands were subsequently demised, and that the reversion in 
each, upon the expiration of these terms, reverted to the original proprietors.

we find that the Crown did not acquire any title to the lands whatever, and 
that the grants which were made of them in error have been since annulled. 

Thus it appears that of the Lands forfeited in 1641, and now held on determi- 
nable tenures, those at present out of lease contained 1 1,868 a. 2 r. 28 i p. and are 
valued at £. 1 ,793- 1 5s. 4 \d. per annum; — and those held on unexpired but 
determinable Leases ; viz.

1 d. per annum, and the latter for 1 s. per annum ; and as 
the terms for which those two latter denominations are held, will not expire for 
a series of years, we have not thought it advisable to incur the expense of having 
their present value ascertained.

Another and a considerable branch of the Crown Lands held upon determinable 
tenures, consists of lands that were forfeited in the rebellion of 1688 ; and are demised 
for terms of years, either by leases from the Commissioners of the Revenue, or by 
letters patent from the Crown. Very extensive forfeitures accrued to the Crown 
in the year 1688, by the rebellion in favour of James 2d. With respect to the 
manner in which the principal part of these estates have been disposed of, and the 
residue managed to the present period, we shall beg leave to transcribe the follow- 
ing brief account from the Report of the Commissioners of Inquiry, to which we 
have before adverted. 

“ King William made many large grants of these estates (the forfeitures of 
“ 1688) either in fee or for long terms subject to small rents. By an Act of 
“ the English parliament, in the 10th and 11th years of King William, seven 
“ Commissioners were appointed to inquire into the value of the forfeited estates 

“ so 
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** so granted away, and the considerations upon which such grants were made ; 
“ after the inquiry was closed, a Report was made to Parliament by four of the 
“ Commissioners only, the other three, differing from their colleagues on some 
“ points, had refused to sign it, and sent a statement of their reasons to 
“ both Houses. In the Report it was stated, that, by the sale of the forfeited 
“ lands, a sum of £. 1,699,343 might be raised. An Act was soon after passed, 
“ commonly called the Act of Reassumption, by which all the lands, rents or 
“ interests and estates therein forfeited in Ireland in 1688, were vested in Trustees 
“ to be sold, and the produce thereof directed to be applied to the public service. 
“ By the second section of this Act, all grants, leases or other disposition of the said 
“ lands since their forfeiture, were declared absolutely void. From the operation 
“ of these general clauses, all estates, rights or interests, adjudged to be comprised 
“ within the articles of Limerick or Galway, were expressly excepted ; some pro- 
“ vision was also made by this Act, and the 1st Anne, e. 2, for such of the 
“ purchasers of the forfeited estates from the grantees as had paid the whole or any 
“ part of the purchase money. 

“ Under the Act of Reassumption, the Trustees sold the greatest part of the for- 
“ feited lands within a very few years; and by the English Act of the 1st Anne, st. 2, 
“ c. 21, all the estates vested in the Trustees by the Act of Reassumption, and not 
“ sold before the 24th June 1703, or otherwise disposed of, were vested in the 
“ Crown, for the uses declared by the said Act of King William, and subjected to 
“ such orders as should be given by the Parliament of England; and from that day 
“ the powers of the Trustees were to cease, and the Commissioners of the Revenue 
“ in Ireland, to whom the Trustees were directed to deliver up all their 
“ deeds, records and other documents, were to collect the rents and profits of the 
“ said forfeited lands remaining unsold, and to pay the money arising therefrom, 
“ after all charges, into the Exchequer of Ireland, to be applied to the uses aforesaid 
“ by order of the Parliament of England. By the British Act of 33 George 3, 
“ c. 46, the said lands are declared to be vested in his Majesty, subject to the 
“ orders of the Parliament of Ireland ; and by an Act of the Irish Parliament, 
“ of the same year, they are vested in his Majesty discharged from the orders and 
“ appointment of the Parliament of Ireland. 

“ The Commissioners of the Revenue, from the period when these unsold Estates 
“ was transferred to their management by the Statute of Anne, until the year 1713, 
“ when they vested in the Crown, were in the practice of demising the lands for 
“ terms of years, and kept a separate account of their produce, which was paid 
“ into the Exchequer with the other Revenue ; but it does not appear that the 
“ English Parliament ever gave any directions respecting the application thereof, 
“ and we understand such produce has been always applied to the public service in 
“ this country. The Commissioners employed the collectors of Excise to collect 
“ these rents, and directed them to pay over the amount of their receipts to an 
“ officer in Dublin, called the Cashier of Forfeited Estates, who for many years past 
“ has been a collector of the Dublin Port. No yearly charge is made against the 
“ collectors for these rents, nor do they appear to have accounted for them at any 
“ stated periods, but frequently to account for several years rents at the same time. 
“ The collectors in accounting for their receipts to the Cashier, produce an account 
“ in which they charge themselves with the gross sum received, and discharge them- 
“ selves by certain allowed payments thereout, and paid the balance to the Cashier ; 
“ he has no rental of these estates in his office, and has no other check on their 
“ accounts but by referring to the sums paid in former years. These accounts are 
“ not subject to any other examinations, nor do the collectors return accounts of 
“ their receipts and payments to any other office. The Cashier does not report to 
“ the Commissioners such collectors as are irregular in paying and accounting for 
“ these rents. The Cashier pays out of his receipts certain charges of manage- 
“ ment, allowed by the Commissioners, and pays the net balance to the Receiver 
“ General, being also collector of Dublin Port, he charges himself with the net 
“ balance in his account of the Port Duties, and the Accountant General passes this 
“ article of his account without any other voucher than the Cashier’s certificate of 
“ its amount. 

“ It appears from the return of the payments out of or chargeable upon the 
“ Forfeited Estutes, that they consist chiefly of an allowance of 5 per cent to the 
“ collectors on their receipts, of one-fourth part of the rents paid annually to the 
“ discoverers thereof, of the solicitor’s bills, the salaries of the solicitor and clerks in 
“ the Forfeiture Office, and the Quit-Rents which are accounted for by the collectors 
458. C “ in 
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“ in their general revenue accounts ; and the allowance formerly of 5 per cent, but 
“ for some years past of 4 per cent, to the Cashier on his receipts.” 

We have been informed by the Accountant General, that no alteration has been 
made since the year 1 806 in this mode of managing these Estates, a rental of 
which as it stood on the 6th instant, we have inserted in the Appendix to this 
Report. This rental, which was returned to us by the Commissioners of the 
Revenue, contains the names of the lessees and patentees, the denominations and 
quantity of land, the barony and county where situated, the date of the lease or 
patent, the term and the rent, with a column of observations. By this rental it 
appears, that most of the leases made of part of these Estates by the Commissioners 
of the Revenue, will determine by efflux of time in the year 1 834, and that the 
letters patent granted of the residue by the Crown will expire in the years 1833, 
1835, 1861 and 1891 respectively. Before we leave this part of our subject, we 
beg leave to make another extract from the 63d page of the same Report of the 
Commissioners of Inquiry. 

“ Three of the leases made by the Commissioners of the Revenue appear by the 
“ rental to have been granted during the Commissioners interest ; this is a very 
“ indefinite expression. The Commissioners, in point of law, seem to have de- 
“ rived no interest or estate in the lands from the statute of Queen Anne, and it 
“ has been generally thought that they had no power to lease. But whatever may 
“ have been the legal power of the Commissioners to lease, a lease during their 
“ interest, must have been intended and understood by the parties to mean a lease 
“ to last only while the powers vested by the Act of Anne remained in the Com- 
“ missioners ; this power seems to have been annulled by the British Act of 
“ 33 George 3, c. 46, already mentioned, and it should therefore follow, that all 
“ leases during the Commissioners interest, should be considered as having de- 
“ termined in 1 793.” 

The doubts here expressed by the Commissioners of Inquiry, with respect to 
the validity of the leases made by the Commissioners of the revenue, are supported 
by the opinion of the late Attorney General for Ireland, who in a reply to a query 
submitted by our directions to his consideration on a lease made by the Com- 
missioners of Revenue to Richard Berry, of the lands of Anneskennane, “ for and 
“ during their interest,” states, that “ the lessee (Berry) could not derive by the 
“ lease any greater or further interest than during such time as the management 
“ and collection of the rents of the lands therein comprised should continue 
“ vested in the Commissioners, and that therefore at all times since the Act of 
“ 33 George 3, and now, the lands must be considered as held at sufferance, and 
“ subject to be resumed by the Crown.” 

We have had all the lands comprised in the Rental furnished us by the Com- 
missioners of Excise, surveyed and valued, and find their actual contents and 
annual value to be as follow :

Upon investigation we find that these Estates had been forfeited in the year 1 668 , 
and were granted by King William, by letters patent, for long terms of years; that 
these grants (which were entered in the Auditor General’s office) were subsequently 
annulled by the provisions of the Act of Reassumption, 1 ith & 12th of William 3, 
and the lands they comprised sold by the Trustees of Forfeited Estates, reserving 
to the Crown, in general, the Quit Rents to which they had been previously sub- 
jected by the Acts of Settlement and Explanation, and that these rents continue to 
be paid to the collectors of the districts where the lands are respectively situated. 
In two cases of Lands entered upon the Auditor General’s second part Rental as 
held on determinable Tenures, viz. 

N° 17. Hollywood 
and 

21. Rathaldron, 

we find that the interest acquired to the Crown by the Forfeitures, were mortgages 
for terms of years, which were shortly after conveyed aw r ay by the Crown. 

In the case of N* 20, Molahiffe, the Crown appears entitled to a reversion in fee 
expectant on the determination of an estate in tail male, granted by the Trustees of 
Forfeitures to the family of Lord Kenmare the present proprietor ; the value of 
this interest in the Crown appears, from the state of his Lordship’s family, to be 
merely nominal. 

We have annexed in the Appendix a Return that was made to us by the Com- 
missioners of the Revenue of certain Tythes belonging to the Crown, and demised 
by them (the Commissioners) on determinable but unexpired Leases, viz. — 

The Rectorial Tythes of Ballyboughill 
and 
Santry. 

These Tythes we find belonged to one of the monasteries that were suppressed 
by King Henry the 8th, and had been subject to a Port Corn rent. This Port 
Com rent is described to have been originally a species of rent paid to many of the 
religious houses prior to their dissolution, by “ service or kind, by port com or 
“ mart, or by rendering of corn or other produce of the land.” These rents were 
probably commuted for annual sums of money, the amount of which was regulated 
by a calculation of the quantity and value of the com or other produce reserved. 
In several of the grants made by the Crown of the possessions of the dissolved 
monasteries in Ireland, the Port Com rents were reserved as well as Crown rents. 
These Port Corn rents were granted by Queen Elizabeth to the Lord Lieutenant, 
the Master of the Rolls, Lord Chief Justice and other public officers, as part of the 
emoluments of their respective offices, and were accordingly put upon the establish- 
ment in the 42 d year of her reign, and were subsequently saved to these officers 
by the 108th clause of the Act of Explanation. 

It appears from the Rentrolls in the Auditor General’s office, that several 
denominations where Port Coi-n is reserved, were granted away by the Crown, but 
were put in charge at certain yearly rents, payable by the chief Governor, with 
liberty for him to set the Tythes as he should consider most advantageous ; and 
among this class we find the “ Tythes of Hay and Corn of Santriff,” are entered 
and charged with a rent of £. 6, as likewise the Rectorial Tythes of Ballyboughill 
charged with a sum of £. 17 Irish. 

In the year 1 763 his late Majesty, in a letter to the Earl of Halifax, approving 
of an augmentation which was proposed by the Irish Parliament to be made to the 
salary of the Lord Lieutenant, directed that from the appointment of a successor to 
, his 
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his Lordship in the Government of Ireland (from which period the increased salary 
was to commence,) the Rent usually arising to the Chief Governor for the Port Corn 
should be paid to the Commissioners of Excise, for the use of his Majesty, his heirs 
and successors. In consequence of this letter, the collection and management of 
these Rectorial Tythes of Santry and Ballyboughill were transferred to the Com- 
missioners of Excise ; they do not appear to have been empowered by his Majesty’s 
letter to dispose of them by lease ; but considering such a measure advantageous to 
the Crown, or perhaps under misapprehension of their powers, they demised them, 
the former to the late Doctor Smith during his incumbency, and the latter to 
Mr. Hamilton for a term of years which will expire in the year 1 833. 

These Rectorial Tythes of Santry and Ballyboughill have been viewed and 
valued by the directions of this Board, and are returned to us, upon oath, to be 
worth, 

the former - - - - £.389. 2 s. 6 d. 

the latter - - - - £.257. 17 s. 6 d. per annum. 

Upon the decease of Dr. Smith in 1820 the Commissioners of the Revenue, with 
the approbation of his Excellency the Lord Lieutenant,' demised the Rectorial Tythes 
of Santry to the present vicar Mr. Browne, during his incumbency, at a rent of 
£. 20 per annum ; the lease to Mr. Hamilton, of the Rectorial Tythes of Bally- 
boughill, will expire, as we before stated, in the year 1833, subject however to be 
sooner determined at the pleasure of the Crown. 



From the foregoing Statement it appears that the Annual Value of the Crown

The comparative small value of these estates, and the expense attending the 
management of them, induced us to suggest the expediency of disposing of them 
by sale ; and with a view to facilitate this measure, a statute was passed in the last 
session of Parliament, intituled, « An Act to authorize the sale of Quit Rents and 
“ other Rents, and the sale and demise of land, tythes, tenements and hereditaments, 
“ the property of His Majesty, in right of the Crown in Ireland.” 3 Geo. 4. c. 63. 

By the second section of this Act, the Lords of the Treasury are empowered, 
under certain regulations specified in the Act, to sell all the lands in Ireland 
belonging to his Majesty, his heirs and successors, in right of the Crown. 

And by the 1 7th section their Lordships are empowered to make leases of them, 
for any terms not exceeding twenty-one years, at the best improved yearly rents 
that can be reasonably had for the same, or upon payment of any sum or sums of 
money, by way of fine, in reduction of such rents. 

In carrying the provisions of this statute into effect, unforeseen difficulties and 
delays may arise to retard the final disposal of these Crown Lands ; in which event 
it appears expedient, in order to protect the public from further loss arising from the 
present unproductive state of some of these estates, that immediate measures should 
be adopted for the purpose of setting, for short terms, such of them as are now out 
of lease. We are the more induced to make this recommendation by observing, 
that in some cases (as noticed in our Reports) encroachments have been made on 
the lands belonging to the Crown by the proprietors of the adjacent estates. This 
evil, which in some instances is of recent date, and of considerable extent, will 
probably increase, unless speedily checked, and the boundaries of the Crown’s 

“ estates 



• In this sum are included the entire old rents of Pobble O’Keeffe, Corteriffe and Lackandaragh, 
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estates ascertained and established beyond controversy. In conclusion, we beg to 
express our entire concurrence in the recommendation of the Commissioners of 
Inquiry, namely, “ that all Rents arising from Crown Lands, should be put in 
“ charge on the General Rental, and collected and accounted for with the King’s 
“ other Rents.” By this arrangement five per cent on the gross and four per cent 
on the net produce of the Estates forfeited in 1688, and also the establishment of the 
Forfeiture Office (no longer necessary) would, as observed by the Comissioners of 
Inquiry, be saved, and in the meantime until the entire of the Estates belonging to 
the Crown shall be sold, directions may be given to the Vice Treasurer (under 
whose control the office of the Auditor General has been recently placed) to acquaint 
the Lords of the Treasury with the expiration of each of the leases upon which they are 
or shall be respectively held. 

We have annexed in the Appendix to this Report, a Tabular Digest of the 
several special Reports which we have had the honour to submit, from time to 
time, to the consideration of Your Excellency.

28th May 1666, the lands of Newrath, alias Rathnew, in barony Ida, &c. county Kilkenny, were 
decreed to said Sir Algernon May and Dame Dorothy his wife, in right of said Dame Dorothy, 
and the executors, administrators and assigns of said Dame Dorothy, for their service as soldiers 
in the wars of Ireland, for the remainder of a term of 101 years, commencing in the year 1608, 
the said Algernon May and Dame Dorothy yielding’ yearly to his Majesty, to and for the use of 
the corporation of Waterford, the yearly rent of 20 s. sterling, and the said yearly quit rent of 
5I. 14*. 2 \d. with a saving to his Majesty, in behalf of the corporation of Waterford aforesaid, 
the reversion of said lands at the expiration of said term of 101 years; and saving unto Thomas 
Chichly of Wimple, in the county Cambridge, in England, esq. and Gerard Russell of Fordham, 
in said county, esq. the full benefit of their interest by said Commissioners decreed unto them by 
their judgment and certificate. 

And on search in the book of survey and distribution, I find said lands of Rathnew, situate 
in the parish of Kilkellekeen, was in 1641 the propriety of Mathew Grant, and disposed of under 
the Act of Settlement to Sir Algernon May. I also find on further search, said lands were granted 
by patent, dated 26th May, in the ad year of the reign of King James the 1st, to the mayor, 
sheriffs and citizens of Waterford, and their successors for ever, being parcel of the monastery of 
Killkelekin, in the county Kilkenny, and county of the city of Waterford, at the yearly gross 
crown rent of £.59. 1 s. 8d. ; also that King James the 2d, by his charter, dated 24th March, in 
the 4th year of his reign, confirmed all former grants to the mayor, sheriffs and citizens of Water- 
ford, and their successors for ever, at the yearly rent of 63/. os. 3d. sterling, and accordingly 
I find the said mayor, Ac. of Waterford, charged in the King’s rental of that district for the lands 
and possessions of the late monastery of Killkellekeen, at 44 1. 6 s. 3d. sterling, which is the same 
rent as the 59 1. is. 8d. Irish money abovementioned, a proclamation having issued in 1638, 
directing the public accounts to be kept in sterling money, and not in Irish, as had been the 
practice, and at the rate of i6d. Irish for i2d. sterling, which was exactly one-fourth.

It appears by Sir William Petty’s printed map, that the lands called Strand, in the parish of 
Kilmegan, is a kind of sandy island, situate in the bay of Dundrum, between the parishes of 
Kilmegan and Jerrela ; and the lands called Killough are situate full five miles to the east of said 
Strand, in the parish of Rathmullin. And by Scales map, this last denomination is called Killogh, 
or Pt. St. Ann, and is near Ardglass. However, it appears by the patent of King Charles 2d, to 
Robert Ward, that there is granted to him the Strand of Killough, 100 acres, to hold for ninety- 
nine years ; and the Strand of Killogh, granted to said Robert Ward for ninety-nine years, and the 
lands of Killogh, granted in fee to Robert Hamond, who afterwards assigned to Robert Ward, 
containing 180 acres, appear by said book of survey and map, at least five miles asunder, and are 
separate and distinct denominations of land, and lie in separate parishes. Should any doubt arise 
as to the said lands being distinct denominations or not, it may be necessary to see the maps of said 
parishes in the Surveyor-general's office ; and if the part in question be burned off (in the fire which 
happened in 1711,) still Valiancy’s copy in said office may be resorted to ; and to compare said 
maps with maps of the county Down, in the Auditor-general’s office. There appears to be a clause 
in the patent to Robert Ward for ninety-nine years, whereby he was obliged to build a bridge on 
the premises granted to him over the river of Killough ; if this bridge be still in existence, it may 
also help to ascertain the fact ; and the name of Robert Ward does not appear in the book of 
surveyor in any other part of the barony of Lecale, except in the parish of Kilmegan, as above. 

It appears that the Duke of York, afterwards King James 2d, got a grant of 42 a. l R. in 
Killogh, in the parish of Rathmullin. I find by the book of postings, in the sale of the 1688 for- 
feitures, the following entry ; viz. The lands under mentioned will be exposed to sale at Chichester 
House, Dublin, on Tuesday the :st of June, 1703, by cant, to the best bidder.

It not appearing from the book of survey that Robert Ward got a grant from the crown of the 
lands of Killogh, in the parish of Rathmullin, but on the contrary, that the said lands of Killogh 
were distributed under the Acts of Settlement and Explanation to the Duke of York, afterwards 
King James the 2d, and Robert Hamond ; the chief point in question seems to be, where 
do the lands lie which were leased for 99 years to Robert Ward, as above i And this seems to be 
answered by reading the words of said lease, dated 4th January 1664, in the i6th year of King 
Charles the 2d ; viz. doth demise, set and to farm let unto him the said Robert Ward, his executors 
administrators and assigns, all that the aforesaid Strand of Killogh, containing 100 acres, or there- 
abouts, be the same more or less within the full sea or salt water mark, lying and being within the 
said barony Lecale and county Down, together with all ways, easements, liberties, privileges, com- 
modities, advantages and appurtenances whatsoever thereunto belonging, or in anywise appertaining ; 
to hold for 99 years from the date of his said Majesty’s letters patent, with full power peaceably 
and quietly to inclose and gain in the said waste Strand of Killogh, &c. without the let, suit, 
trouble or hinderance of any person pretending to have any title whatsoever in or to said premises, 
or any parcel thereof. And the said Robert Ward, &c. covenants in said patent with the Crown, 
within the space of seven years next ensuing the date, to erect or cause to be built one good 
substantial bridge over the said river of Killogh ; and the same so erected and built, to sustain, 
amend and keep in good repair at his and their own proper cost and charges.

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. I also find that the rent of 1 1. a year above mentioned, reserved on the lease of ninety-nine 
years, is in charge in Strangford district, and not returned in arrear, therefore must be paid. 
I also find a grant to Sir Robert Ward, dated 29th May, 23 Charles 2d, granted to hifn his 
heirs and assigns for ever, the castle, town and lands of Rathmullin, Killogh, &c. situate in the 
county of Down, ahd creating the premises into a manor, by the name of the Manor of Killogh. 
This grant takes no notice of the Strand of Killogh ; but it might be a question for counsel, whether 
passing the Strand of Killogh, and the manorial rights, might have any effect to convey or pass 
the strand as an appurtenant thereto. 



I find arecital in this lease, that His Majesty holds part of said house, called Chichester House, 
Dublin, where the Parliament sat, from the then Bishop of Ossory, for ninety-nine years, at the 
rent of 180/. over and above all taxes; which lease was taken in name of Sir Henry Foord, in 
trust for His Majesty, his heirs and successors; and that said rent was then constantly paid to the 
Bishop of Ossory out of die concordatum here. It also recites, that the said William Robinson 
was to keep the said house in repair at his own charge, and pay all taxes for gaol, hospital and 
poor, that should be payable thereout ; and to be obliged not to make any building thereon, but

remains in the custody of the clerk of the council of Ireland. 

It further appears that this rent of 1 l. was in arrear to His Majesty sixty-two years and a half, 
from Easter 1692 to Michaelmas 1754, the sum of t>2 1. 10 s. 



This appears to be a certificate from John South, Thomas Southwell, and others, the then 
commissioners of the revenue, to the Lord Lieutenant and Council, of their having set by public 
cant, at the Custom-house, Dublin, on 23d March last, these lands of Kilcaskin, 835 acres, in 
barony of Bear and Bantry, county Cork, to John Calwell, in behalf of John Davis, being undis- 
posed lands ; and that since they had ordered said lands to be posted to be set by cant in the 
country where they lie, by the collector, who acquainted them that no person offered any thing 
for them, they being (as he alleges) bog and rocky mountain of little or no value. 

On further search I find a certificate of the auditor-general, dated 9th February 1763, that their 
Excellencies the Lords Justices and Council did, by lease dated 15th September 1713, demise said 
lands of Kilcaskane to John Davys, of the city of Dublin, esquire, for sixty-one years from 
25th March then last past, at the yearly rent of 1 1. is. sterling, which is charged in His Majesty’s 
rentrolls of Baltymore district, and is accordingly paid and accounted for to His Majesty. 

The above was given to Mr. Howard, the then solicitor of the King’s rents, for the commissioners 
of Uie revenue. 



I find a constat of the auditor-general’s, dated 14th April 1757, whereby it appears that the 
said lands of Corteriffe, 45 acres, county and barony of Leitrim, stand charged in His Majesty’s 
rentrolls, in the name of Charles O’Hara, esq. by lease from the government for sixty-one years 
from 25th March 1713, with the yearly rent of 1/. 11s. 7 \d. and an arrear due thereon at 
Michaelmas 1756 of 68 /. 145. 9 £ d. as returned by the collector of Sligo district. 

The above was done for Mr. Howard, solicitor of the King’s rents, for the commissioners of 
revenue. 



His Majesty's chief baron of his 
court of Exchequer, and grants all the premises to said John Nicholls, in as full and ample manner

On further search it appears that by patent, dated 19th January, 2 9 Geo. 3, these lands were 
demised to George Earl of Tyrone, his executors, administrators and assigns, for nine hundred and 
ninety-nine year, at the yearly rent of 50/. over and above all taxes, charges, &c. with a cove- 
nant to repair and surrender up in like good condition, and subject to the following exceptions 
and demises ; viz. the town of New Geneva, and 80 acres round it; the ground whereon a battery 
was erected at Passage, together with the building constructed and occupied by the Board of 
Ordnance, with free access thereto ; also the building called the market-house, in the town of

house, to be for ever used as a market-house for the public resorting to said town, and to 
be kept in repair by said Marquis of Waterford, his heirs and assigns for ever. 

And on further search I find, that by a constat of the Auditor-general to the clerk of the quit 
rents, dated 20th April 1795, the rent of 50/. per annum was directed to be struck out of charge 
from 7th June 1792, the date of the aforesaid patent, the said Marquis of Waterford having paid 
His Majesty twenty years purchase for the said yearly rent ; and that by a like constat, dated 
20th September 1814, he was directed to strike the quit rent of 17 l. 1 8 s. 7 d. yearly out of charge 
in His Majesty’s rentrolls. 



This is a lease from the Lords Justices and Privy Council, made in pursuance of an act of Queen 
Anne, for quieting possessions and disposing of the undisposed and plus acres. It recites a former 
lease to William Ponsonby of said lands, dated 8th December 1 7 1 2, for sixty-one years, at 7 Z. 10 s. 
payable yearly into the Exchequer; and that said William Earl of Bessborough applied by 
memorial to their lordships to accept of a surrender of said lease, and to grant a new lease of said 
lands for such a term as they should think fit, who referred said memorial to the commissioners of 
the revenue to report their opinion thereon ; who on 15th June 1759 reported it would be just and 
proper to comply with the said request. It contains a covenant to pay the rent, but none of recovery 
for nonpayment, as usual. 

I find a certificate of the Auditor-general, dated 3d September 1773, that the lands of Barran- 
down and Brownestown, lying in the barony of Knocktopher, and county Kilkenny, contain 
311 a. x n. 32 p. whereof were granted to Harvey Morres 223 a. and then remained undisposed 
88 a. 1 r. 32 p. which said undisposed acres are not charged with quit rent, and are granted by 
lease from government, dated 6th July 1759 (amongst other lands) to the Earl of Bessborough for 
sixty-one years, at the yearly rent of 7 /. 10 s. 

On further search I find these lands the propriety of Robert Walsh, in 1641 were in charge in 
the rentroll of Ross district, under the head of undisposed land, with a quit rent of 1/. 15 s. 7 \d. 
a year, until it was struck out with a note thus : “ Set to William Ponsonby, esq. for sixty-one 
“ years, from Michaelmas 1712, at 7 /. 10 1. per annum.”

This a like lease as former. It demises all such right and title as His Majesty hath in and to the 
lands commonly called Derrora, &c. being undisposed lands, within the meaning of said act, for 
ninety-nine years, at 6 d. per acre (quit rent included,) being as much as said lands can reasonably 
yield, as appears by a report from the commissioners of the revenue, dated 15th July then last past, 
made in pursuance of an order of reference from the Lords Justices and Council, as also from the 
collector of Athlone, made in pursuance of an order from said commissioners, dated 24th April 
1717 ; a map of which land is affixed by Richard Warburton, party hereto; and also contains a 
covenant to pay rent, but none of distress or recovery. 

I find that in November 1791, on the application of Abraham Viridet Horton, esq. “ proprietor 
“ of the said lands,” to the court of Exchequer, an arrear of quit rent due to His Majesty thereon, 
up to Michaelmas 1784, was discharged under an act of Parliament, he undertaking to pay the 
accruing rent in future. 

Note . — These lands are in the parish of Columkill : a map of them is in the Surveyor-general’s 
office, marked 108 a. 



This is exactly similar to the former, except that it does not appear to have run in arrear of rent.

37 p. English statute measure, with the subdenominations thereof, for- 
merly in the tenure and possession of Redmond Barry, esq. at 140/. a year; also of the mountain 
of Moanig, containing 287 a. 1 it. at 20 1. a year; and also one other part of said mountain, 
containing 571 a. 2 R. like measure, at 30/. a year, of all which lands His Majesty is seised in 
right of his crown, and are now out of lease, and situate in the barony of Barrymore and

on the said premises. 

The lease to Redmond Barry, in 1 739, is under the act of Queen Ann?, for quieting possessions, &c. 
It states that his father and grandfather had been possessed of these lands for many years past, 
and proposed to give 8 /. a year for a lease of ninety-nine years, which being referred to the chief 
commissioners of the revenue to examine the true yearly value of said lands, they reported that 
they conceived it would not be prejudicial to the revenue to take 8 1. a year for them for the term 
of forty-one years. It has no covenant to pay rent, or of distress, &c. 

On further search, I find a certificate of the Auditor-general in 1 763, that all these lands were 
set as above in 1739, to Redmond Barry, esq. but that the lands of Lackandaragh are in charge in 
Blarney district, at 2 61. 5 s. gd. a year only, which was accounted for to His Majesty. 

Note . — This appears to be the rent reserved on a like lease thereof, made to James Barry, 
.in 1707. 



I could find no renewal of this lease. 



20. This is a patent to Richard Lawrence, reciting that whereas some part of these lands which 
were purchased by His Majesty from Sir Maurice Eustace, knt. late lord chancellor of Ireland, is 
not inclosed in the park lately made near the city of Dublin, but remains in His Majesty’s hands to 
be disposed of as he shall think fit ; and that the improving of said lands is very much hindered by 
reason of the uncertainty of the interest of those that hold same from His Majesty, and from want of 
power from His Majesty to set leases thereof; also reciting the King’s letter, empowering the Lord 
Lieutenant to contract with any person for one or more lease to be made of any part of said 
town and lands of Chapelizod, &c. for such term of years, and on such conditions as he shall think 
fit, and to pass letters patent to such person ; and that to encourage said Richard Lawrence in the 
trade and manufacture that he lately set up in the said town, he contracted with him for a lease 
to be made by His Majesty to said Richard Lawrence, for the term and rent therein mentioned. 
There is a covenant that he shall keep the premises in repair, and so to leave and yield up same at 
the end or other determination of said term. 

Note . — Richard Lawrence appears to have sold his interest in said lease for 500 /. to Alderman 
Christopher Lovett, by deed, dated 1st August 1677. 



This is a grant from the Crown, reciting that Rooert Fitzgerald represented to His Majesty 
that Gerald Earl of Kildare, one of petitioner’s ancestors, did, on or about 20th February 1584, 
by one or more deeds, demise these lands to Gerald Fitzgerald, his natural son, for the term of 
one hundred and one years, to commence from 20th February 1584 ; and that afterwards George 
Earl of Kildare, by his deed dated 14th August 1638, did demise said lands to George Fitzgerald, 
a minor and godson to said Earl, for the term of one hundred and forty-seven years, to commence 
from the expiration of said term of one hundred and one years ; and that the first lease of one 
hundred and one years being forfeited to and vested in the Crown by the Acts of Settlement, the 
reversion of said term of one hundred and one years was by letters patent, dated 1st February in 
the thirteenth year of the reign of King Charles the second, granted to said Robert Fitzgerald, 
at the yearly rent of 34/.

3d. ; and his Majesty having referred said petition to the Earl of Clarendon, then Lord 
Lieutenant of Ireland, who referred the consideration of the petitioner’s title and requests to his 
Majesty’s Solicitor-general, who reported in favour of petitioner, which report his Majesty referred 
to his High Treasurer of England, who hath reported as follows ; viz. upon the whole matter, may 
it please your Majesty, in obedience to your Majesty’s order of reference, I have considered the 
annexed petition of Robert Fitzgerald, esquire, for a grant to be made to him of your Majesty’s 
interest in the lands of Thnogue, &c. during the remainder of a term of one hundred and forty- 
seven years, at the rent of 34/. 6 s. 3d. per annum, and also the report made thereupon by your 
Majesty’s Solicitor -general in Ireland ; in which report, finding that the petitioner is in possession 
of the said lands, or the greatest part thereof, and has the pretence of a title for the said term, and 
that Mr. Solicitor is of opinion that the making such a grant to the petitioner will be of some 
advantage to your Majesty, in regard the said rent of 34/. 6s. 3d. will hereby continue in charge, 
which would otherwise have determined on the expiration of the former grant, aad that he doth 
not see the granting thereof will be an}' prejudice to the heirs or assigns of the Earl of Kildare, or 
any other person who have or pretended any interest in said land, in regard your Majesty will 
only grant such right and title as is in your Majesty. I do humbly certify in this case, that I have 
no objection against the passing of such a grant to the petitioner as is desired. —Rochester, &c. 

It then grants, as set forth Provided that if said rent be unpaid for three months, the said 
Robert Fitzgerald was to forfeit the double value of said rent nomine pcene, toties quoties, or his 
or their interest or term of years in the premises, at the election of his Majesty, his heirs and suc- 
cessors ; and contains a covenant to keep the premises, &c. in repair, and leave them so at the end 
of said term, &c. so that it seems, as if on the expiration of the lease, the lands were to revert to 
the Earl of Kildare. 

On further search I find, by an order of the court of Exchequer, dated 11th December 1722, 
the said rent of 34/. 6 s. 3d. and all arrears thereof, are discharged, on the ground that in an 
action tried at the King’s Bench bar, at the suit of the lessee of Sir Gregory Byrne, the said lease of 
one hundred and forty-seven years, alleged to have been made by George Earl of Kildare, was 
proved a forgery, and a verdict was given for the plaintiffs, and judgment being had thereon, 
the said Gregory recovered, and was put in possession of said lands. 

I have not been able to find any renewal of this

On further search I find an order of the court of Exchequer, dated 27th February 1 709, on 
behalf of Richard Edgworth a minor, by Edward Pakenham his guardian, by his counsel coming 
to show cause why a seizure should not issue against the lands of Garriandrew, on behalf of 
Colonel Ambrose Edgworth, and on the affidavit of Richard Fleming, made on behalf of said minor, 
setting forth that the lands of Garriandrew were the estate of Sir John Edgworth, to whom said 
minor is heir, and that Colonel Ambrose Edgworth obtained a lease of said lands from the Lord 
Lieutenant and Council, pursuant to the statute, &c. as undisposed lands, and that therefore the 
said lease ought to be deemed in trust for the minor by the said Colonel Edgworth’s own showing ; 
and her Majesty’s attorney-general, on behalf of said Colonel Ambrose Edgworth, says, it appears 
that said lands are undisposed lands, and therefore were vested in the Crown, and that the lease 
of them is well made, and that the person to whom the lease is made has a right to a custodiam, 
and an injunction thereupon ; and that if any other than the undisposed lands are seized under 
colour of the injunction, that then the said minor might complain ; and further alleging that there 
are two Garriandrews. The court then ordered the seizure to be stopped till further orders, and 
refer it to the auditor and surveyor-general, to inquire whether there be two Garriandrews, and 
how and where situate and bounded, and to report the same to the court ; but I have not been 
able to find any further proceeding thereon enrolled in the books in this office.
